New Delhi, the 12tb September, 1986 

S.O, 683(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 26 of the Khadi and Village Indus¬ 
tries Commission Act, 1956 (61 of 1956), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Khadi and Village Indus¬ 
tries Commission Rules, 1957, namely:—“ 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Khadi and 

Village Industries Commission (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Khadi and Village Industries Commis¬ 

sion Rules 1957, for the rule 22, the fol¬ 
lowing rule shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“2. Preparation and submission of accounts 
with audit report to the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 

(1) The Commission shall, within three 
months from the close of the financial 


year, submit to the Central Government, 
the accounts of the Commission as certi¬ 
fied by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General of India or any other person 
appointed by him in this behalf, together 
with the audit report thereon. 

(2) TBe Central Government may, on the 
request of the Commission, and in con¬ 
sultation with the Comptroller and 
Auditor General, extend the date of 
submission of the accounts by such 
period as the Government may think fit. 

(3) Where the Central Government has, 
under sub-rule (2), extended the period 
of submission, the accounts of the Com¬ 
mission together with the audit report 
thereon shall be submitted to the Central 
Government within the extended period. 
The Central Government shall cause the 
accounts of the Commission, together 
with the audit report thereon, to be laid 
before each House of Parliament by 
31st December. 

(4) If for any reason the annual accounts 
and audit report cannot ge laid before 
31st December as provided in sub-rule 

(3), the Central Government shall lay 
within thirty days from the date or as 
soon as either House of Parliament 
meets, whichever is later, a statement 
explaining the reasons why the accounts 
and audit report could not be laid on 
the Table of the House, before the 31st 
December.”
